THE   NAME   AND    FAMILY    OF   BARTON 

BARTON  was  a  familiar  family  name  in  iTiost,  if  not 
ail,  of  the  American  colcnies,  and"  the  immic^rants  wlio 
bore  the  name  had  come  fromi  various  parls  of  Great 
Britain.  Tlie  name  moved  West  with  the  tide  of  immi- 
gration, and  has  been  brought  over  by  many  more  recent 
imirjiigrants,  so  tliat  it  is  now  found  in  x-^-^'-'^bably  every 
State  of  the  Union. 

THE  NAME  OF  BARTON 
The  ncurne  of  Barton  is  believed  to  have  been  derived 
from  "bar,"  a  barrier  or  defense,  and  "tov/n,"  and  to 
jnear;  "defender  of  the  to'tvn."  Some  authorities  derive  it 
from  the  Anglo-Saxon  "bere,"  barley,  and  "tun,"  a  plot 
of  ground  enclosed  by  a  hedge;  hence,  in  old  Lnglish 
rsage,  the  deniesne  ioclosures  attache/  to  a  nianor.  Tlie 
former  derivation  has  in  'ts  lavor  the  analogy  of  other  old 
English  names  ending  in  "ton,"  most  of  which  ere  derived 
from  "town."  In  Devonshire,  England,  the  mrae  Barton 
is  applied  to  any  freehold  estate  not  possessed  of 
manorial  privileges.  The  name  Barton  first  appears  in 
England  in  1086  A.  D.  in  the  "Dom.esday  Book"  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  where  it  is  spelled  "Barton"  or 
"Bartun." 

BARTON    OF    BARTON 

Old  families  of  the  name  of  Barton  are  found  in  Eng- 
land,   Scotland    and    Ireland.      The   home   of    the   Barton 
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UmWy  v/as  in  the  Isrg,-  count3^  of  Lancashire  in  the  north 
of  England,  bcuncied  on  the  west  by  the  Irish  Sea,  and 
]>nng  near  the  Scottlph  boraer,  making  it  easy  for  emi- 
grants to  find  their  way  into  both  Ireland  zcaS  Scothu'id. 
Most  of  the  Irish  Bartons  are  Protestants,  and  prcbably 
came  originally  from  England. 

The  Barton  family  dates  from  the  twelfth  ceritury,  Rnd 
takes  its  name  from  a  great  manor  in   Lancashire,      The 
original  name  of  the  present  family  was  Nottun,   and  the 
present   nam.e   wcs   acquired   with    the    estate    of    Barton, 
through  marriage  into  the  family  of  Grt.lle.      The  mauor 
of  Barton  had   no  less  than   twenty  subordinate  tenures. 
Aspul,    Brunsop,    Halachton,    Multon.    Haiiwell,    Bright- 
mere,  Farnwood,  Northende,  Eccles.  Marwinton,  Worke- 
deh.   Westwode,    Withington,    Ns-wam.,    h-%vilham,    Bromi- 
hurst   Hulme     Dcmplinton,    Quickleswickc,    and    Cromp- 
ton.  all  of  which  are  named  in  tv/o  charters  at  Trafford, 
in    the    reign    of    Edward    I.       One    of    these    conveys    to 
Robert  Greile  and  hi?  heirs  the  entire  estate,  with  all  its 
privileges,  which,  of  course,  included  the  name,  the  deed 
being    executed    by   John    de    Barton,    "son    and    heir    of 
Gilbert  de  Barton,   quondam  milites,"  with   all   the  rii^ht 
of  do^ve     derived   from   his   mciher,    Cecelia   de    Barton. 
The  date  on  one  of  these  deeds  is  "Apud  Mam^cestr  die 
Jovis   in    festo   S'ci   Barnabi,    Apli,    Anno    regis    Edsvardi 
quarto."      (A.  D.    12  76,)- 

By  this  transfer  the  estate  passed  to  the  baronial  house 
of    Greile,    or    Gredle,    v/hose    daughter    Editha    v/as    en-

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dowed  with  the  great  manor,  and  became  Lady  of 
Barton.  She  married  Gilbert  de  Nottun,  four-der  of  the 
faniily  of  Barton.  The  earlier  family  of  the  neirrie,  de- 
scendants ot  Gilbert  de  Barton,  doubtless  assumed  other 
names.  The  Bartons  have  long  since  disappeared  from 
Barton,  and  the  parish  registers  there  show  nothing  of 
present  value  to  the  American  inquirer. 
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THE    BARTON    ARMS 
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Tlie  use  o':  heraldic  devices  dates  from  the  rise  of 
closed  arrnor.  The  Anglo-Saxon  poet.  Wace,  incntions 
devices  v/oiti  by  Norrnans  in  the  latter  part  of  the  tv/eh^th 

century,  "that  no  Norman 
might  perish  by  the  hand  of 
another."  Used  at  fir^t  only 
as  badges  Vjy  all  the  nieinbers 
of  an  army  or  deiachment. 
they  soon  developed  differen- 
tiation as  clans,  and  then  fam- 
ilies adopted  symbols  which 
were  displayed  on  the  outside 
of  a  coat  of  rnaJl  or  on  t!ie  hel- 
nnet.  83^  the  thirteenth  century 
the  transinission  of  arm 5  from 
father  to  son  v/as  a  recognized 
custom.  At  first  the  armorial 
devices  v/ere  very  crude,  but 
in  time  a  regular  system  v^as 
evoh^ed  and  the  family  bear- 
ings ^ve^e  emblasoned  upon 
ihe  hauberk,  or  coat  of  mail,  and  later  the  helmet  crest 
was  added. 

These  devices,  evoked  at  first  from  the  exigencies  of 
the  battlefield,  and  for  siinple  recogniticn,  came  in  tim.e 
to  be  matter  of  family  pride;  and  the  coat  aiid  helnriet, 
hang  in  the  baronial  hall,  adorned  with  recognized  and 
hereditary'  maiks  of  service  on  the  battlefield,  attained  a 
derived  significance  as  the  fa.mily  badge.  From  this  it 
was  easy  to  proceed  to  the  i-se  of  the  same  device  upon 
the  family  plate,  and  carriage,  and  to  use  the  crest  on 
the   family   seal,   which    often   was   a    substitute    for,    and

stiU  acconipaiiies,  the  official  autograph,  as  seen  in  the. 
legal  phrase,    "hand  and  seal." 

By  the  time  the  science  of  Heraldry  %vas  developed, 
iTiany  families  were  using  coats  of  arins  who  had  no 
hereditary  right  to  thenr,  and  there  w^ere  few  records. 
In  1528  began  the  srries  of  periodical  "visitations"  by 
the  king's  heralds  to  record  the  arms  of  the  gentry.  This 
series  of  visitations  continued  till  1686,  and  under  it 
sorre  pedigree;:;  were  recorded  as  late  as   1  704. 

The  Barton  amis  arc  very  ancient.  From  the  time  that 
Gilbert  de  Nottun,  who  had  formerly  sealed  with  a  shield 
of  three  pales,  married  Editha,  Lady  of  Barton,  the  family 
took  armorial  bearings  from  the  estcite.  Whether  the 
earlier  Barton  family  had  used  them  or  not  does  not 
appear,  but  the  arms  of  the  Nottun  family  v/ere  cM?.carde.d, 
and  instead  ihe  coat  employed  was  of  three  boars'  heads 
erected  and  erased. 

Almost  all  the  earlier  coats  of  arms  were  "canting"; 
thc*.t  is,  they  v/ere  baced  upon  some  play  upon  the  family 
name.  Often  the  pun  was  very  far-fetched.'^  The  use 
of  the  boar's  head  seems  to  have  been  suggested  by  the 
name  Barton,    quasi  Boarton. 

Tl-'-  boar's  head  wab  one  of  ihose  principals  or  chvarge? 
of  heraldry  that  was  early  adopted  as  a  symbol  of  brav- 
ery, and  was  assumed  by  warriors  and  huntsinen.  The 
Hon,  leopard,  the  eagle,  the  Vv*ild  boar,  and  much  later 
dragons  and  griffins  were  widely  adopted  as  distinguish- 
ing badges.  No  chase  was  more  exciting  than  that  of  the 
wild  boar;  no  feast  was  more  merry  than  that  of  the 
Yule-tide,  vrhen  the  boar's  liead  graced  the  table.  The 
boar*s  head  crest  v/as  a  favorite  with  our  Teutonic  ances- 
tors, bc^h  Sc^mdjnaviaii  and  German,  and  it  is  prominent

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in  literature  from  the  time  of  Beowulf,  in  which  we  read, 

**\^^ien   v/e   in   tattle   our   mail-Koods   defended. 
When  ttDcps  rushed  together,  arid  lioars'-heads  clashed." 

Tlie  symbolism  of  the  boar  is,  "He  deserveth  well  for 
his  hospitality."  Fhe  colors  symbolize  sincerity,  con- 
stancy,  courage  and   j^enerosity,   with   elevation   of  mind. 

The  Bartons  of  Barton  used  their  arms  for  two  and  a 
half  centuries  before  the  college  of  arms  was  established. 
By  the  time  of  the  visitations  they  had  l>ecome  slightly 
rnodlned.  A  boar's  head  crest  was  added,  and  the  motto, 
**Fide  et  Fortitudine"  ("With  Faith  a.nd  Courage")  was 
added,  and  the  bears'  heads  no  longer  stood  eiect. 

!n  the  L.anrashire  Visitation  in  156 '/  by  William  Flow- 
er, King's  Herald,  the  arms  shown  were  "A^rgent,  three 
boars'  heads  ccuped,  sable  (gules),  armed  or,  (argent). 
Crest,  a  boar's  head,  couped,  gules,  armed  argent." 

This  with  the  motto  "Fide  et  Fortitudine"  stands  as 
the  historic  Barton  coat  of  arms. 

■■--•'-      ■''-  \         BARTON   CRESTS      . 

The  earliest  coats  of  arms  had  no  crests,  but  crests 
^vere  in  coiTuion  use  wh  m  the  visitations  began.  Dif- 
ferent Barton  families  employed  different  seals  v/ith  crests 
in  part  as  foliovvs,  as  shown  in  the  "Book  of  Family 
Crests" : 

Lancaster:  A  boar's  head,  couped,  gules;  motto, 
'Tide  et  Fortitudine." 

Lancaster:    An  acorn  or,  leaved  proper. 

Lancaster:    An  oak  branch,  vertical,  acorned  or. 

Norfolk:  A  griftin's  head  erased  ppr.  Motto,  'Tcrtis 
et  Veritas." 

Kent:    An  owl,  proper. 

Norfolk:    A  dragon's  head  couped. 
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Kent:  An  owl  argent  du.ally  gor<.;Cicl  or  and  another 
purpure. 

Kent:  A  wolf's  head  erased  eriiiine,  and  another 
erased   or. 

Kent:  A  dragon's  head  couped  or,  crowned  of  the 
same. 

Besides  these  and  others,  there  was  a  Scotch  family 
named  Bartan  or  Bartane  whose  crest  was  a  tent,  azure, 
flag  gules.  The  aims  of  the  Burtons  v/ere,  it  is  supposed, 
originally  those  of  some  families  of  Barton. 

OTHER    ANCIENT    BARTON    FAMILIES 

A.t  least  tvventy-eight  iamilies  of  tlie  name  of  Barton 
liave  registered  coats  of  arms.  The  arms  mentioned 
belov.'  vvere  used  very  early,  and  two  of  thern  w^ere  recog- 
nized  earlier   even   than   those  of  the  Bartons  of  Barton. 

BARTON  OF  WxMENBY,  Yorkshire  (also  spelled  Bor- 
ton).  The  Visitation  of  Northern  Counties  by  Thomas 
Tongue,  1530,  shows  the  following  arms:  "Quarterly, 
I,  IV,  Argent,  on  a  fess  gules  three  annulets  of  the  first, 
the  center  one  enclosing  a  crescent;  II,  III,  Gules,  three 
lions  rampant  in  bend  argent  between  two  cotises  of  the 
second  and  azure.  ' 

BARTON  OF  SMITHELLS,  Lancashire.  The  Visita- 
tion of  15  33  shows  the  arms  fr:>m  which  are  derived 
those  of  the  Bartons  of  Stapleton,  as  contained  in  Burke's 
Commoners,  iv,  405.  "On  ix  fesse  bet'rveen  three  bucks' 
heads  or,  a  martlet  gules,  between  two  acorns  leaved  ppr. 
Crest,  an  acorn  or,  leaved  vertical.  iVIotto,  "Crescitur 
culiu." 

ITiis  fe.mj'ly  lived  in  Notinghamshire.  Tlieir  ancestor 
had  been   a  merchant   and   dealt  in  sheeo.     He  built   "a 
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fair  stone  house"    at   Holme,    near   Ne^vark,    fmd    **a   fail 
chapel.  *     hi  the  window  of  his  house  was  the  motto, 

**I    thank    Gccl   and    ever    shaii, 
It  is  the  shecpe  hath  paid  for  all." 

No  Bartons  new  Hve  at  Smithells.  Tlie  family  ceased 
there  in    1689,    and   the  parish   register  begins   in    1701. 

BARTON  OF  CAWTON,  a  branch  of  the  Bartons  of 
Whenby,  Visitation  bj'  V7ilh"am  Dugoale,  1665.  Anns 
of  the  B>^T'"ons  of  Whenby,  \vith  "crest  of  a  wolf's  heetd 
argent,   a  crescent  gules  for  difference.' 

•^:-^::  BARTONS   IN   AMERICA 

The  Rev.  VVilliam  E.  Barton,  D.  D.,  LL.  D..  of  Oak 
Park,  Illinois,  from  whose  book,  "Lieutenant  William 
Barton  of  Morris  County,  N.  J.,  and  Flis  Descendants,  ' 
I  have  taken  practically  all  of  this  part  of  the  genealogy, 
"The  Name  and  Family  of  Barton,"  wrote:  "My  knov/1- 
edge  does  not  enable  nie  to  connect  our  family,  or  any 
of  the  Anierican  Bartons,  with  any  oi"  the  earlier  Barlor.s 
of  Great  Briliaiu.  So  old  a  farriily  could  but  be  v.'idely 
scattered,  and  the  American  Bartons  are  descended  from 
many  originiil  anceotors. 

A  sketch  of  Clara  Barton,  written  by  her  grand  niece, 
Myrtis  Willmot  Barton,  begins  in  this  interesting  wa.y: 
"The  story  goes  that  toward  the  end  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury there  lived  in  Lancashire  five  brothers,  who  decided 
that  not  only  was  Lancashire  too  sm.ail,  but  England  not 
quite  large  enough,  to  hold  them  all;  so  one  v/ent  to  ire- 
land,  and  from  him  corne  the  Bartons  of  Grove;  another 
wended  his  vvay  to  the  land  of  the  canny  Scots,  v^here  in 
time  the  name  became  clmnged  to  Baitan;  a  third  crossed 
over  to  France,  where  his  descendants  bear  the  name  of 
Bartin:  a  fourth  settled  in  southern  England,  under  the 
name  of  Burton;  and  aft-^r  hfty  years,  the  younger  son  of 
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that  Barton  who  reinained  in  the  old  home,  one  Marma- 
duke  by  name,  v/as  f,eized  v/ith  the  wandering  spirit  of 
his  race,  and,  corning  to  America  within  a  dozen  years 
after  the  landin-:?  at  Plymouth,  founded  the  family  of 
which  Clara  Barton  is  the  brightest  light.  Thus  she  comes 
frt»m  a  race  of  sturdy  pioneers  and  volunteer  soldiers;  the 
very  name  Barton  in  Anglo-Saxon  means  'defender  of 
the  tov/n'.*' — The  Outlook,  Jan.   23,    1896. 

Whether  this  is  historical  or  matter  of  tradition,  it  is 
certain  that  Barton?  with  strong  family  resemblance  have 
come  to  America  from  England,  Scotland  and  Protestant 
Ireland.  It  is  quite  impossible  to  trace  them  to  e  single 
line  of  descent.  Indeed,  it  is  evident  that  before  this 
iTfigration  referred  to,  the  Bartons  had  been  pushing  out 
from  Lancashire  for  three  hundred  years. 

Lieut.  BernEird  Barton  Vassall,  of  Worcester,  Mass., 
v/ho  had  collected  much  material  for  a  Barton  genealogy, 
a.nd  v/hose  lamented  death  cut  short  his  plan,  v/rote: 

"As  early  as  1650  there  were  at  least  four  separate 
heads  of  families  located  in  Am-erica.  Christopher  Barton- 
had  come  to  the  West  Indies  and  settled  in  Virginia; 
Roger  Barton  liad  purchased  land  of  the  Dutch  in  New 
York  and  located  at  Rye,  Ne^v  York,  and  his  descendants 
are  found  toda3'  in  Kew  York  and  Connecticut;  Rufus 
Barton  had  settled  at  War\vick,  Rhode  Island,  from  v/hom 
many  of  the  Rhode  island  Bartons  are  descended;  and 
Marmrduke  Barton  had  become  prominent  in  Es.'jex 
County,  rvlassachusetts.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were 
separate  families:  Edward  (who  may  have  been  a  son 
of  Mamiaduke)  was  in  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  in  1644; 
Col.  ITion^r-'S  Barton  v/as  in  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1710;  James 
BaUon  vvas  in  Nevvion,  Mass.,  in  1668;  Rev.  Thomas 
Barton  v/as  in  Lancaster.  Pennsylvania,  about  }  760.  The 
Bartons  in  this  country  today  are  probably  descended 
horn  nnore  thc^n  tv/enty  immigrant  ancestors."

ABOUT  OUR  EARLY  ANCESTORS 

(1)  EDWARD  BARTON  %s-as  perliaps  the  son  cf 
Marmaciuke  Barton,  v/ho  came  to  New  England  about 
1632;  and  seulcd  in  Essex  County,  Massachusetts.  Ed- 
ward may  have  come  to  Essex  County  at  the  same  time 
as  iMarmaduke,  for  they  are  hrst  heard  of  at  about  the 
same  time.  B3/  1640  Edward  had  settled  in  the  co?,st 
town  cf  Salem.  A  little  later  he  was  at  Exeter  and  Ports- 
mouth, New  Hampshire.  He  was  made  a  freeman  at 
Exeter,  N.  H.,  14  July,  165  7.  In  1571  he  had  a  300-acre 
farm  at  Cape  Porpus,  M^une.  In  that  ye.ar,  owing  to 
Indian  outbreaks,  he  was  forced  to  flee  with  his  family 
to  Salem,  where  he  died  in  1673.  His  son  Edward  is  in 
the  list  of  Freemen  that  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  at  the 
Court  in  Pemaquid,   July  22,    1674. 

There  is  very  little  known  about  Edwc.rd  Barton  or  of 
his  sons  Edward  and  Mattiiew,  except  from  fragmentary 
notes  that  I  have  taken  from  the  "Essex  Antiquarian.  '

(3)  SAMUEL  BARTON,  son  of  Matthew  (2),  born 
about  1664.  He  as  v/eli  as  his  father  and  grandfather 
lived  in  the  era  of  Salem  wilchcraft.  His  grandmother, 
drawn  into  one  of  the  trials,  hotly  discredited  the  craze 
B.s  *'a  fantasy.  '  Samuel  Barton  is  on  record  as  a  witness 
in  the  trial  or  Elizabeth  Proc:or,  for  witchcraft,  in  Salem, 
March  20th,  1691-2,  at  v/hich  time  he  was  twent3--£isht 
years  of  age  or  thereabouts.  He  defended  at  his  own 
peril  v/itches  brc^aght  under  c.ccusation  by  the  fanatic, 
Mercy  Lf.wis. 

In  1690  he  married  Hannah,  daughter  of  Edmurid 
Bridges,  Jr.,  of  SaleiTi,  and  Sarah  Towne,  who  was  a 
sister  of  Rebecca  Nurse,  hanged  on  Salem  Hill  for  witch- 
craft in  1692.  The  year  follo^ving  that  event  Samuel 
with  his  family  and  the  T  ownes  moved  to  Vv'^atcrtown, 
where  thev  received  the  ustiol  "warninsr"  that  newcomeis 
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got  when   rno\  ing  into  a   Puritan   colony,    under   date  of 
June   16tti.    1693.      They  did  not  stay  but  a  short  time  in 
Watertown..   going  to  Framingham.   where  they  lived   for 
twenty-three  years.     Samuel  Barton  was  a  member  of  ::he 
FraminghaiT.  church.     In   1716,  selling  a  farrn  in  "upland, 
swampland   and   meadow"   at  Framingham.    they  moved 
to   a.-ford,    Mass.     In   June    1716,    he   bought   the   Eliott 
grist-mill   in  Oxford,   and  Oct.    19,    1716,   bought  in  Ox- 
ford,   home-lot,    lands,    meadov/s,    etc.,    amounting    to    a 
thirteenth   part   of  the  village,   also   cne-fourth   pari  of  a 
corn-mill  and  one-fourth  part  of  a  saw-mill,   standing  en 
the  home-lot.     7  he  l-iome-Iot  and  mill  v/ere  probably  near 
the  foot  o^  the  Mary  1  urner  Hill,  at  the  place  since  owned 
by  the  Lite  Ashbel  M.  Howes.      In  September,    1  720.  he 
was   one   of  tlie   founders   of  the  Oxford   Con.gregational 
Church,   "moved  by  obligation  to  promote  the  Kingdom 
of  their  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  (after  social  prayer 
and  conference  together)    they  declared  each  one  to  the 
other  that  they  v/ere  desirous  to  lye  in  the  foundation  and 
build  up  a  Church  of  Chnst  in  Oxford."      Samuel  Barton 
^  v/ife  s.U-ned  the  covenant  January   18th,    1720-1.      He 
was  dismissed  from  Framingham  Church  to  Oxford  Jan- 
uary  15th.    1724.^ 

Samuel  Bartc  n  di-d  Sept.  12.  1732.  His  wife  died 
March  13,  172  7.  His  v/ill  v/as  proved  Sept.  23,  1732. 
He  gave  in  his  will  all  his  lands  and  movable  estate  to 
his  son  Caleb^  His  youngest  son,  Edm.und  Barton,  a 
soldier  in  the  French  v/ars,  m.arried  Anna  Flint  of  Salem.

David  Barton,  Jr.,  came  to  the  town  of  Paris  (now 
Marshall),  Oneida  County,  from  Granby,  Mass.,  in  1793- 
He  settled  first  upon  the  West  Hills,  in  a  forest  which  is 
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now  the  old  Biiihopp  farm,  near  Deansboro.  N.  Y.     The 
clearing  then  mude  is  now  prov/n  to  timber.      This  land, 
by  actual  possession,  was  first  ov/ncd  by  the  Oneida  In- 
dians, who  invited  the  '-Brotherton'*  Indians  to  come  and 
join  them,  giving  them  a  tract  of  land  about  eight  miles 
in  length  from  east  to  we«^t  and  six  miles  wide,  all  lyiiig 
east  of  Augusia  line,  to  "property  line,"  so-called.      The 
Slate,   thinking  the  Indians  had  too  m.uch   territory,   pur- 
chased rJI   except  a   tract  six  miles  long  and   three  miles 
W'lde,   and  to  arrange  matters  satisfactory,    compromised 
w4th  the  whites  v/ho  had  settled  on  the  new  Brothertown 
tract    by    paying    them    for    the    ''betterments,"    as    their 
improvements    were    then    called,    in    land    lying    on    the 
other  side  of  the   Indian   tract.      David   Barton  v/as  thus 
compelled  to  move,  and  in    I  795  he  purchased  the  farm 
upon   which    the   Barton    homestead    now   stands.      Until 
w^ithin  two  years  ago  the  farm  was  ov,med  by  the  Barton 
family.      The   original    number   of   acres  was   about   600. 
but  at  the  time  it  was  sold  there  v/as  300  acres,  the  rest 
having  been  sold  at  different  tim.es  in  former  years.    The 
original   deed   of   the   farm,    given   by   the   State   of   New 
York    "th.e    26th    day   of   Septemxber,    in    the   year   of   our 
Lord    one   thcusarid    seven   hundred    and   ninety-five,"    is 
ov/ned    by    my    fjrher.       Waitstill    Dickinson,     who    was 
brother-in-law  of  David   Barton,   came  here  at  the  same 
time,  but  stayed  only  a  fev/  years,   returning  to  Granby. 
In  the  summer  of    179  7   David   Barton  brought   his  wife 
and   fam.ily  from  Granby  to  Marshall.      There  were  four 
of  their  children  born  in  Granby.     Vly  great-grandfather, 
Eliphaz    Breed    Barton,    was    two    yeaTs    old    when    they 
came. 

The  family  underwent  all  the  hardsliips  and  privations 
which  a  frontier  life  usurrJly  impose,  but  an  iron  will, 
strong   constitution,    industrious  habits   overcame  all   ob- 
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THE  BARTON  HOMESTEAD 
(Where  five  generations  of  die  family  have  lived) 
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stacles,    and  in   clue  time  their  lands  were,  cleared   and   a 
productive  farm  emerged   fron)   the  forest. 

The  Barton  homestead  was  built  soon  a.fter  1  800,  and 
it  is  where  five  generation?  of  the  family  have  lived.  My 
sister  and   I  were  born   there. 

David  Barton  did  n^.ich  to  build  up  the  tov.-n  of  Han- 
over, and  v.'as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Hanover  Con- 
gregational Church.  David  Barton  and  his  wife,  Lydia 
Fuller  Bartcn,  v/ere  buried  together  the  same  da}',  No- 
vember 1,  1849,  in  the  Hanover  cenietery,  near  Water- 
ville,  N.  V.  The  story  is  told  of  his  son,  David  L.  Barton, 
that  afcer  n-»uch  opposition  he  gained  permission  to  put 
up  a  stove  in  the  church,  some  members  of  the  congre- 
gation, more  enthusiastic  than  practical,  maintaininsj  that 
the  f.re  of  religious  zeal  should  keep  them,  all  warm.  TYie 
ladies  \>'ere  supposed  to  be  protected  by  furs  and  little 
fcotstoves,  the  men  kept  on  their  heavy  coats,  and  th«^ 
minister  preached  in  mittens,  often  decorated  with  fringe.

THE  ANCESTRY  OF  LYDIA   FULLER  BARTON 

(1)       Edward  Fuller,  the  "iVlaynov/er"  immi-rant.  son 
of   Robert    Fuller,    butcher,    v/as   baptized    September   4. 
15  75,    in    the   Parish    cf   Redenhall,    County    of   Norfolk! 
England,  and  died  at  Plymouth  betv/een  January   1  ]   and 
April    10.     1621.      There  is   nothing   to    indicate"^  that   he 
was  with  the  Pilgrhns  in  Holland,  and  it  seems  probable 
that  he  joined  the  others  on   the  arrival   of  the   "Speed- 
well" in  Southampton,  England,  v/here  the  •'Mayfiower" 
was  awai-ing  them.     His  name  is  the  twenty-third  on  the 
Compact   signed    in    the   cabin    of   the    "Mayflower"    just 
before  landing  on  Cape  Cod  in  N'ovember,    1620.      The 
inclemency   of  the   climate,    the  privations  they  suffered, 
and    the    changed     conditions    under    which     they    were 
brought,  deprived  Edward  Fuller  of  his  life  a  few  m.onths  • 
after  he  first  sav/  the  inhospitable  shores  of  Nev/  En'gland. 
1-Je  brought  with  him  a  wife  whose  name  is  unknown,  but 
sometimes   called   Ann.      She  died    ea.riy   in    1621,    after 
January    1  1.      Governor  Bradford  says:     "Edvv-ard  Fuller 
c.nd  his  v/ife  died  soon  after  they  came  on  shore."     They 
Jeft  one  child,  Sam.uel,  next  mentioned. 

(2)  Samuel,  only  son  of  Edward  Fuller  and  v/ife. 
was  born  about  1612,  and  came  to  Plym.cuth  wi^h  his 
parents,  and  was  left  an  orphan  v/hcn  about  nine  years 
old.  The  place  and  time  of  his  birth  and  bapiism  are 
unknown.  He  died  October  31.  1683.  O.  S..  at  Barn- 
Stable,  Mass.  He  grev/  up  under  his  uncle.  Dr.  Samuel 
Fuller  of  Plymouth,  also  a  "Mayfiower"  Pilgrim.  He 
had  three  acres  at  the  division  of  lands  in  1623.  This 
land  wa3  on  the  south  side  cf  the  tov/n  broo!:,  "to  the 
woodward,"    and    included   whnt   is    now   Watson's    Hill, 
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He  was  made  a  freeman  in  1634,  and  settled  in  Scituate; 
November  7,  1636,  he  joined  The  church  there,  having 
ci  letter  of  dismissal  from  the  church  of  Plymoutli,  oC 
which  he  was  a  member,  hi  the  same  year  he  built  the 
fifteenth  house  in  Scituate,  on  Greenfield  Street,  the  fivst 
lot  abutting  on  Kent  Street.  He  had  tv/enty  acres  of  land 
on  the  ej.st  of  Belihov's-  Neck  in  that  town,  probably  a 
grant  from  the  tov/n.  Rev.  Mr.  Lathrop  and  others  of 
Scituate  founded  the  town  Barnstable,  and  to  that  place 
Samuel  Fuller  removed  between  1641  and  1650.  prob- 
ably about   the  latter  date. 

March    25,     1650,    O.    S.,    Samuel    Fuller    and    v/ife    of 
Scituate,   in   the   government   of   Plymouth,    in   Nevv-   Eng- 
land,    in    America,    conveyed    to    Peter    CoUymore    "one 
dwellins    house    and    barn    and    ccvc    house   with    sixteen 
acres  of  upland  and  two  parcels  of  marshland  containing 
twelve     acres."        With     his     cousin.     Captc^in     Matthew 
Fuller,   Sam-uel   Fuller  bought   of  Secunke,   an   Indian,    so 
much  of  Scorton.  or  Sandy  Neck,  as  lies  within  the  town 
of  Barnstable.     Samuel  Fullev  a^so  bought  meadow  of  his 
cousin    Matthew    that    v/as    Major    John    Freeman's,    and 
meadow  of  Samuel  House,  and  land  on  Scorton  Hill.     He 
lived  in  the  northwest  anele  of  the  town,   in  a  secluded 
spot  vv'hcre  few  had  ccca.'^on  to  pass.      He  was  constable 
in  Sciniate  in  1  64  ! ,  and  a  few  times  was  one  of  a  jury  or 
committee  to  settle  difficulties  with  the  Indians.      He  was 
the  onV  one  of  the  pas:^engers  of  the  "Mayflower"  v.ho 
settled  permanently  at  Barnstable,   and  one  of  the  latesr 
survivors  of  that  company.     He  was  buried,  if  not  on  his 
own  esrate.  in  the  ancient  burial  place  at  Lathrop  s  Hill, 
in  Barnstable,   near  the  sight  of  the  first  meeting  house. 
His  will    dated   "the  nine  and  t^ventyeth  day  of  October 
in  ihe  year   of  our  Lord   one  thousand   .ix  hindred   and. 
ei-^htv   and   three,"    wa.   o.ovcd    June    5,    1684     and   h^ 
inventory  dated  November  14.    1683,  amounted  to  xHO 
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5s  9cl,  "the  land  &  housing  not  prised."  Samuel  Fuller 
was  married  at  Mr.  CudsvoitKs  house  in  Scituate  by 
Captain  Miles  Siandish,  Magistrate,  "on  ye  fourthe  daye 
of  ye  weeke"  (April  6-18.  1635),  to  Jane,  daughter  of 
Rev.  John  Lathrop  of  Scituate  and  (after  1639)  Barn- 
stable. She  v/as  baptized  September  29,  1614,  at 
Edgerly,  County  Kent,  England,  and  died  betv/een  1658 
and  1683,  but  just  v/hen  is  not  knov/n.  Cliildren:  Han- 
nah, Samuel,  Elizabeth,  Sarah  (died  young),  Mary', 
Thonnas,  Sarah,  John,  and  an  infant. 

(3)  Samuel  (fj,  eldest  son  of  Samuel  (i^f  and 
Jane  (Lathrop)  Fuller,  was  baptized  Febiuary  11,  163  7, 
at  Scituate.  There  is  no  record  of  his  family  on  the  Barn- 
stable records,  and  but  little  is  known  of  him.  He  prob- 
ably lived  on  a  portion  of  his  father's  estate.  An  inven- 
tory of  his  estate  was  taken  at  Barnstable,  December  28, 
1691,  amounting  to  £98  17s.  From  this  it  appears  that 
he  had  di-d  some  time  before  and  that  his  widow  had 
lately  died,  for  her  estate  v^-as  settled  on  the  30th  of  the 
same  month. 

ihe  names  of  his  children,  given  below,  are  taken  from 
an  agreement  made  at  that  time,  dated  Decemiber  30, 
1691.  He  married  Anna,  daughter  of  Matthew  Fuller. 
Children  born  at  Barnstable:  Barnabas,  Joseph,  Matthew, 
Benjairiin,   Desire,   and  Sarah.  ^ 

(4)  Matthew,  third  son  of  Sam^uel  (^J  and  Anna 
(Fuller)  Fuller,  was  born  about  1663,  at  Barnstable,  and 
died  at  Colchester  before  1  744,  aged  about  eighty  years. 
He  settled  in  Colchester  about  1712,  and  was  baptized 
at  the  First  Church  there,  December  12,  1734,  "aged 
about  eighty  years,"  says  the  record,  but  there  is  probably 
an  error  as  to  the  age.  He  married,  February  25.  1693, 
F'atience,  daughter  of  George  and  Hannah  (Pinscn) 
Young,  of  Scituate.     She  v/as  born  about   1670  and  died 
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June  25.  1746,  at  Colchester,  leaving  a  ^vili  v/hich  is  a 
rncst  useful  confirmation  of  the  relationship  here  stated. 
In  the  will,  dated  h^ebruary  3.  1743-4.  and  probated 
August  6,  1  746,  she  is  described  as  a  widow.  Children: 
Anna,  Jonathan,  Content,  Jean,  David,  Young,  Cornelius, 
and   Hannah. 

(5)  Young,  third  son  of  Matthew  and  Patience 
(Young)  Fuller,  was  bom  in  Barnstable  in  1  708,  and 
died  in  Ludlow,  June  1  7,  1  796.  He  removed  in  I  749  to 
that  part  of  Windsor,  Connecticut,  now  Ellington.  The 
earliest  deed  in  which  he  appears  as  a  grantee  is  dated 
January  21,  i  74  7-8.  He  was  also  the  owner  of  land  in 
Bolton,  East  Haddam,  and  elsev/here.  In  1  767  he  re- 
moved from  Ellington  with  his  eldest  son  Joshua  to  Lud- 
low, Mass.,  where  he  died.  He  and  his  wife  were  baptized 
and  admitted  to  full  communion  in  the  Colchester 
Church,  December  24,  1732.  He  married,  April  23, 
1  730,  at  Colchester,  Conn.,  Jerasha,  daughter  of  Jona- 
than and  Bridget  (Brockway)  Beebc  of  East  Haddam, 
Conn.  Children:  Joshua,  David,  Caleb,  Jerusha,  Lydia, 
and  Anne. 

(r>)  Deacon  Joshua,  eldest  son  of  Young  and  Jerusha 
(Beebe)  Fuller,  v.'as  born  in  Colchester,  Conn.,  Septem- 
ber 9,  173L  and  died  October  6,  1810,  in  Monson, 
Mass.  Wherj  j:ixteen  years  of  age  he  removed  with  his 
father  from  Colchester  to  Ellington,  Conn.,  and  March 
11,  1754,  his  father  deeded  him  a  house  and  a  farm 
there.  In  176  7  he  removed  to  Ludlow,  Mass.,  then  a 
pari;  of  Spriagfield,  ^vhcre  he  v/as  one  of  the  pioneers 
and  a  leading  man  in  church  and  miunicipai  affairs  and 
a  public  officicd  in  various  capacities.  His  last  years  were 
spent  in  Mon?5on  with  hi3  son  Benjam.in.

(7)  Lydia,  daughter  of  Deacon  Joshua  and  Mercy 
(Lathrop)  Fuller,  was  born  May  11,  1765;  married 
David  Barton,  Jr.,  of  Granby,  Mass.;  settled  in  the  town 
of  Marshall,  N.  Y.  Both  were  buried  together  the  same 
day,  November  1,  1849,  at  Hanover,  N.  Y.,  he  aged 
aoout  cighty-'jeven  and  she  eighty-four  years  of  age.
